FROM FEBRUARY 26 TO 28 AND REFERRED TO DRAFTING COM- 
MITTEE ARE GIVEN BELOW: 

ARTICLE 60 (INVIOLABILITY OF PRIVATE ACCOMMODATION 
AND PROPERTY).

ARTICLE 61 (IMMUNITY FROM JURISDICTION) 

QUOTE: PARA 1. THE HEAD OF DELEGATION AND OTHER DELE- 
GATES AND MEMBERS OF THE DIPLOMATIC STAFF OF THE DELE- 
EGATION SHALL ENJOY IMMUNITY FROM THE CRIMINAL JURISDICTION 
OF THE HOST STATE, AND IMMUNITY FROM THE CIVIL AND 
ADMINISTRATIVE JURISDICTION OF THE HOST STATE IN RE- 
SPECT OF ALL ACTS PERFORMED IN THE EXERCISE OF THEIR 
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2. NO MEASURES OF EXECUTION MAY BE TAKEN IN RESPECT OF 
SUCH PERSONS UNLESS THEY CAN BE TAKEN WITHOUT INFRING- 
ING THEIR RIGHTS UNDER ARTICLES 59 AND 60. 

3. SUCH PERSONS ARE NOT OBLIGED TO GIVE EVIDENCE AS 
WITNESSES. 

4. ANY IMMUNITY OF SUCH PERSONS FROM THE JURISDICTION 
OF THE HOST STATE DOES NOT EXEMPT THEM FROM THE JURIS- 
DICTION OF THE SENDING STATE. 

5. NOTHING IN THIS ARTICLE SHALL EXEMPT SUCH PERSONS 
FROM THE JURISDICTION OF THE HOST STATE IN RELATION TO 
AN ACTION FOR DAMAGES ARISING FROM AN ACCIDENT CAUSED 
BY A VEHICLE, VESSEL OR AIRCRAFT USED BY SUCH PERSONS, 
WHERE THOSE DAMAGES ARE NOT RECOVERABLE FROM INSURANCE.

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4. WAIVER OF IMMUNITY FROM JURISDICTION IN RESPECT 
OF CIVIL OR ADMINISTRATIVE PROCEEDINGS SHALL NOT BE 
HELD TO IMPLY WAIVER OF IMMUNITY IN RESPECT OF THE 
EXECUTION OF THE JUDGMENT, FOR WHICH A SEPARATE WAIVER 
SHALL BE NECESSARY. 

4(BIS) PRIVILEGES AND IMMUNITIES ARE ACCORDED TO THE 
PERSONS MENTIONED IN PARAGRAPH 1, NOT FOR THEIR PER- 
SONAL BENEFIT, BUT IN ORDER TO SAFEGUARD THE INDEPEND- 
ENT EXERCISE OF THEIR FUNCTIONSIN CONNEXION WITH THE

2. IF THE SENDING STATE DOES NOT WAIVE THE IMMUNITY 
OF ANY OF THE PERSONS REFERRED TO IN PARAGRAPH 1 IN 
RESPECT OF A CIVIL ACTION, IT SHALL USE ITS BEST EN- 
DEAVOURS TO BRING ABOUT A JUST SETTLEMENT OF THE CASE.

2. THE PERSONAL BAGGAGE OF THE HEAD OF THE OBSERVER

GATION SHALL BE EXEMPT FROM INSPECTION, UNLESS THERE 
ARE SERIOUS GROUNDS FOR PRESUMING THAT IT CONTAINS

ARTICLE 67 (PRIVILEGES AND IMMUNITIES OF OTHER 
PERSONS) 

QUOTE: PARA 1 . THE MEMBERS OF THE FAMILY OF THE HEAD 
OF DELEGATION WHO ACCOMPANY HIM, SHALL, IF THEY ARE NOT 
NATIONALS OF OR PERMANENTLY RESIDENT IN THE HOST STATE,

2. MEMBERS OF THE ADMINISTRATIVE AND TECHNICAL STAFF 
OF THE DELEGATION SHALL ENIOY THE PRIVILGES AND IM- 
MUNITIES SPECIFIED IN ARTICLES 59, 60, 61, 63, 64 AND 
65, EXCEPT THAT THE IMMUNITY FROM CIVIL AND ADMINISTRA- 
TIVE JURISDICTION OF THE HOST STATE SPECIFIED IN PARA 
GRAPH 1 OF ARTICLE 61 SHALL NOT EXTEND TO ACTS PER- 
FORMED OUTSIDE THE COURSE OF THEIR DUTIES. THEY SHALL 
ALSO ENJOY THE PRIVILEGES SPECIFIED IN PARAGRAPH 1(B) 

OF ARTICLE 66 IN RESPECT OF ARTICLES IMPORTED IN THEIR

3. MEMBERS OF THE SERVICE STAFF OF THE DELEGATION 
WHO ARE NOT NATIONALS OF OR PERMANENTLY RESIDENT IN 
THE HOST STATE SHALL ENJOY THE SAME IMMUNITY IN 
RESPECT OF ACTS PERFORMED IN THE COURSE OF THEIR 
DUTIES AS IS ACCORDED TO MEMBERS OF THE ADMINISTRATIVE 
AND TECHNICAL STAFF OF THE DELEGATION, EXEMPTION FROM 
DUES AND TAXES ON THE EMOLUMENTS THEY RECEIVE BY 
REASON OF THEIR EIMPLOYMENT AND THE EXEMPTION PROVIDED 
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FOR IN ARTICLE 63. 

4. PRIVATE STAFF OF MEMBERS OF THE DELEGATION IF 
THEY ARE NOT NATIONALS OF OR PERMANELTY RESIDENT IN 
THE RECEIVING STATE SHALL BE EXEMPT FROM DUES AND TAXES 
ON THE EMOLUMENTS WHTY RECEIVE BY REASON OF THEIR 
EMPLOYMENT. IN OTHER RESPECTS, THEY MAY ENJOY PRIVI- 
LEGES AND IMMUNITIES ONLY TO THE EXETNT ADMITTED BY
